Oraſmuch as there is in the world a great contro- 
verfie among people concerning the Worſhip of 
God, one crying, Thu zx the right Worſhp: Ano- 
ther, That i the right Werſhip,and People in theſe 
Nations are divided about the Worſhip of God, 

and divers one from another in their performances and pra- 

ices of Worſhip, one ſort worſhipping after this manner, 
another after chart , and there is great ſtrife through the 
whole Nation about this matter, and a great diſ- ſatisfaction 
among people, which is the right Worſhip, and who are the 
right Werſhippers,and chouſands are deſiring after the right 

Worſhip of God, and to become Worſhippers of him as he 

requires: Therefore now it is upon me to ſhew unto all the 

World what the true Worſhip of God is in itſelf, and who 

' arehis true Worſhippers., 

Firſt, The Worſhip of God in it ſelf is this; It is a walking 
with God, and aliving with him in converſe and fellowſhip, 
in ſpirit and truth; tor he is onely worſhipped therein; and to 
do the truth, and ſpeak the truth ; This is the true Worſhip 
of God, where the mind is guided with the {piric of Truth, 
and the preſence of the Lord felt at all times, ad his fear in 
the hearts of people, and his Councel ood in, and his Cove- 
nant felt, which unites to the Lord in ſpirit: This is the true 
Worſhip of God, and itis without reſpect of times or things; 
And now none upon earth can thus worſhip God, but who 
mechanged and renewed in heart and mind, and born of the 
ſpirit, and led thereby , where the body of fin and death is 
put off; ſuch as are redeemed out of the world, and out of all 
Ms wayes and nature, ſuch onely can worſhip God in the ſpi- 
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rit and inthetruth;and ucts the Father ſeekiry to wor. 
ſhip him nowin this preſent age; and there is never a ghey i 
on Earth that can worſhip God as he requires, who remgin, 
' anchavged, and are in the tranſgreſſion, unrenewed ang yp, 

onyerted, ſuck cannot worſhip the true and living Cog, fy 
thatwhich they perform'and praQtiſe as the prerence of his 
Worſhip, is idolatry and abomination , and the Lord: hath 
not required it at their hands, for none can walk with Cog 
nor have uni:y with him, but who are renewed and change. 
nor none.can do the truth, and ſpeak the truth in all thing, 
but ſuch who. are led by the Spirit of Truth, and ſach arejn 
the Covenant of God, and true Worſhippers of him, ac 
all chat is contrary, is not the Worſhip of God, but Idoiz. 
try, as I have ſaid. 

And now as concerning this Worfhip practiſed in Englayy 
in theſe Steeplehouſes, Churches, (ſo called) it is not thewor- 
ſhip of the living God, but Superſtition and Idolatry, fyr 
people hath not ſearnedit by the teachings of the Spirit, ne- 
ther doth the Spiritlead them therein , but it Rands in form 
without power, and in the inventions and traditions of the 
3 + q Fathers, agd there is not in it the manifeft preſenceof Cod, 
91164 = neither do you Worſhippers meet with the Lord, nor 
4 enjoy his pure life and preſence in your praQtiſes;and the ſub- 
ſtance of your Worſhip (as it is now praRiſed) is madeup of 
Inventions ſome part of your own, and ſome part brought 
along from the Church of Rowe, And is it not great hypoert- 
fie in you to profeſs a depial of the Church of Rowe, andyet 
be found praftifing ſome of the ſame things as your Worſhp, 
which the Church of Rewe firit inftituted and praCtiſed asher 
Worſhip? Shall we inſtance unto you ſome particular things? 
Was it not by the Authority of the Church of Reme, that 
theſe houſes in which you worſhip, which you call Churghes, 
were firſt ſet up and made worſhipping places for them?and 
iSit not a little while ſincechat the Maſs, and the old Popiſh 
f ſtuft was therein exerciſed with as great zeal towards God, 
| (if not with as good fincerity ) as you praRtice yours at this | 
day ? And are there not the very ſigns and ſymptoms of toe 


Rewiſh Idolatry yet upon theſe Houſes, being full of Images

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onthe Walls,and on the Pillars, and on the Glaſs-Windows 
ad Crolſes abour them, and many other things which were 
popiſh inventions, as alſo the names given unto them , and 
conſecrated Bells in them, and ſuch like ſtuff? And was it not 
{fitele while ſince that there was the Altars, and the Rails, 
andthe Font, and other ſuch like things, which lately were 
broken down? But however though ſomething there may be 
ered, and changed , and converted to another uſe, and 
ſmeching rak?n away, and other inventions brought in, in- 
ſtexd thereof, yet ſti]] chey are the ſame Houſes which you 
worſhip your God in, which Houſes were ſet up by the An- 
thority of the Pope, and there remains yet the Popes ſign 
ind ſymptome of the Rimio Church upon them; and theſe 
Houſ:s you call your Churches, and thouſand of thouſands 
of blind ignorant people eſteeming and reſpeRing in their 
mindsof thefe places more then of any other , ſuppoſing 
them to be more holy. and that other places are nor fo good 
to worſhip in; alas poor, blind, ignorant people , that de- 
ceives your own ſouls in the traditions & inventions of man, 
which you live in the practiſe of, ſuppoſing it to be the very 
Worſhip of God , which is no other in ic ſelf but Idolatry, 
' and youldolaters; for doth not all unconverted people, and. 
unriphteous people, ſuch who are not taught of the Lord, 
nor ſed by his Spirit, bur daylie ruſhes into iniquity, and in- 
toevil, are not ſuch found Worſhippers here in Steeplehou+ 
ſes, eonforming themſelves to theſe things, and theſe practi- 
ſes?

But now as concerning your preſent practiſes which your 
Worſhip conſiſts of, they are not ſuch as ever the Lord inſti- 
tuted, but ſuch as men hath ſer up in their own wills and wiſ- 
.dom, and not in the Lords. As for your ſprinkling of Infants, 
which is a chief practiſe of your Worſhip, was not this firlt 
ordained at Rowe? Read the Records. And was it not a Po- 
piſhinvention which you are thus zealouſly reforming, as if 
Kwere indeed required of the Lord? Can the a any 
and. 
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No; but the unconverted and unregenerated are partakers 0 
your baptiſm into the faich which you profeſs: There was ng 


ſuch practiſe in the Chriſtians Church before the Apoltacy, . 


but when the Apoſtacy came in, then came up theſe invent; 
ons and imitations which you practiſe as theWorſhip of God 
whenas he never required it, neither did his Saints and his 4- 
poltles ever give you example for it: And by ir, norinit, 
God is not worſhipped, neither is it initſelf, nor as pract- 
ſzd by you, any part of the Worſhip of God, but ſtands in 


the inventions of man, and is after their traditions , and not 


after the Commandments of the Lord. 

And as for your ſinging of David's Experiences in the 
form and manner as you do , practiſing it as another main 
part of your Worſhip; this is the ſame with the former, nei- 
ther ever commanded of the Lord, nor (inthe courſe and 
manner as you doit ) was it ever ppactiſed by the Saints of 
old; andis it any better then a Paght invention For was 
the Nation in any better ſtate ch&n Popery , when that pra- 
ctiſe was firſt inſtituted and begun to be performed; you your 
ſelves will confeſs that it was in the time of darkneſs, and 
through the ordination of the Biſhops and Prelates , whom 
you your ſelves ſay were little better thenPapiſts in their wor- 
ſhip and practiſe, and yet this you practiſe at this day as a 
part of your Worſhip, which hath no better beginning then 
as I have ſaid, and from them you have received it, to wit, 
from the Biſhops and Prelates , yea, the chief part of your 
Worſhip conſiſts of the performances of ſuck things as you 
have received traditionally from them, and from [owe for 
all theſe things they inſtitured.

Charch of Rome, and by the Popiſh Authority, that Colled- 
and Schools, to make Miniſers by them, were firſt ordai- 
nedand ſetup; andas that Miniſtry was ſent forthin the 
time of Popery, by the ſame way and means (generally as to 
fbſtance)are your Miniſters now ſent forth, though in ſome 
oarticulars differing in matter of form, yet the ſame for ſub- 
ance : But Chrifts Miniſters in the time of the true Church, 
were not thus ſent forth , but had received power from on 
High, and the gift of the Holy Ghoſt , whereby they were 
made able Miniſters, and not by any other thing, nor by any 
ſuch means or way as your Miniſters now are ſet up and eſta- 
bliſhed; and this Miniſtry is differing from the crue Miniſtry 
which Chriſt ſent forth, and is not according , but contrary 
in all things; and it is not the Miniſtry of God which brings 
people to God, but by this Miniſtry people are not convert- 
ed, bit ſuch it is that the true Prophet cryed againſt; They 
heve r#n, [aiih the Lord, and 1 have not ſent them, therefore they 
full wet profit the people at all, 

And as fox-this maintenance of the Miniſtry of che Church of 
England,is it not the ſame as was in the days of Popery &Pre- 
lacy?Was it not by the Popes Authority thatTythes were firſt 
ellabliſhed & ſer up to be the maintenance of his Miniſtry? & 
did not the Rewiſe Church firſt ordain that the people ſhould 
give the tenth to the uſe of Religion, and to maintain their 
Miniſtry ? If you ſearch the Records, you will find it ſo. And 
', WaSit not the very practice of the Papiſts and Prelates Mini- 
ſers, to have hire, and great ſvms of money by the year, and 
ſtipends , and large benefits for preaching, and the ſame 
things are praiſed by theſe Miniſters, which they have bor- 
rowed from the Papiſts andPrelates which went before them; 
or are noctheſe Miniſters maintained by Tythcs as che Popes 
| Miniſters 
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Miniſters were ? And have they not hire and great ſome 
money by the year,or quarterly, even as the Papiſts ang Pre. 
lates had ? Wherefore it is plain , that the maintenancy of 
your Miniſters is the very ſame tor ſubltance as theirs were 
thac went before you, which you your ſelres ſay were 1dylz. 
ters; andif they wereIdolaters , how can yur Mir:iſters hy 
free which doth practice the very ſac things, unrs the ver 
ſame end? And doth not the Prieſts of this pereration far 
exceed the Papiſts and Prelates? Was there ever in generati- 
ons paſt ſuch caſting people into priſon, and ſpoyling people 
geods, as is at this day through the means of the Prieſts, 
and all about their maintenance, and for cheir 1'ythes and 
Hire, and yearly ſtipends, and quarterly gain - Did ever the 
Papiſts or Prelates worſe in this particular , with any people 
that denyed them wages, then cheſe do that denied :hem:Ohr 
great blindneſs and ignorance is over your hearts , and preat 
hypocriſie among your Miniſters, who profeſs a denial and 
diſſenting from the Church of Rowe, and cryes apaial! chew 
as Hereticks, and that rhey are in ignorance, and yet prat- 
ſes the yery ſame things, their Call is the very ſame to their 
Miniſtry, and their Maintenance the ſame, aid practiſe in 
many things the very ſame as theirs were , which they ſeem 
to deny, and this is great hypecriſie, to caſt out and kill their 
perſons, and yet to uphold in many rhings cheir practiſe, re- 
Jating to their Worſhip and their Miniſcry : Oh abominable 
Idolacry! the hand of the Lord is againſt it. But this is not the 
way that Chriſts Miniſters were maintained, they had no ſuch 
hire nor great ſums of money, nor yearly Tythes, as theſe 
Minifters have through the Popes Inſtitution, but into what- 
' ſoever houſe they entered, that was worthy, they might ear 
ſuch rhings as were ſet before them, and the Apoſtles might 
freely reap carnal things , where they had ſowa fpiricual 
things, but this was aſter another manner, and after another 
nacure; for if they had not thar, yer did they net caſt wen 
tnto priſon, and ſpoyle their goods that would not give it 
thein, as this generation of Teachers do, and che Lord God 
is riſer! to confound this Worſhip and this Miniſtry; which is 
Idolatry, and this Church, which is but a falſe feigned imits-

Nat io, thers is another praQtiſe which you have, which 
the Church of &cme,and the Prelates had ;Cyour predeceſſors) 
ifany come in the Name of the Lord to declare againſt you, 
andapainſt your abominations, co cry againſt your fin, and 
cry repentance among you, that you may beconverted to 
'God, this yon account a great Tranſgreſfion, and perſecutes 
them chat dorh ic, by imprifoning, and whippiug, and ftock- 
ing,and by impoſing great fines upon them, and cauſing them 
to ſuffer cruel things, and this did the Papiſts and Prelates in 
like manner as you do,if any was moved to cry againſt them, 
they indeed rewarded them even as you do at this day , the 
ame thing you do againſt ſuch as are movedof the Lords 
eomeamong you; atrd herein you ſucceed them, and brings

Thus have the Papiſtscryed againſt them that have diſſented 
from them, and the Prelates cryed the ſame, and now you 
cry the ſame to them that diſſent from you, but your zeal is 
not ſo much againſt Hereſie and Error, ſimply ſo, as itis to
